Southside Ontario Residents 
Petition for New Fire Station 


At a meeting featured by the 
attendance of .nearly 100 taxpay- 
ers, the Ontario city council Mon- 
day night took under considera- 
tion a petition signed by 940 south 
side residents demanding the con- 
struction of a fire station in that 
locality in order to furnish ade- 
quate protection. 

Rev. Samuel E. Witty, super- 
intendant of (‘Christ’s Children 
Home and spokesman for ‘the 
group, formally presented the plea 
stating that the blocking of Eu- 
clid ave. by trains at certain hours 
of the day leaves the area without 
protection in case of fire. 

Councilman Ralph Arnold, who 
acted as mayor pro tem in the &b- 
sence of Mayor Gilbert I. Benson, 
informed the petitioners that the 
city had conducted a survey last 
year with particular emphasis on 
the southern section of the city. 

Survey Results 

This survey, according to “Ar- 
nold, revealed that it was econom- 
ically 


tial cost and the fact that an--in- 


for south side property owners bc- 
cause of it. Insurance agents 
have ascertained that protection 
is adequate at present. 

Placing the initial cost at 
$26,000, Arnold quoted statistics 
showing that only 27 per cent of 
the city’s fire loss, or about $6600 
a year is sustained in the south 
end. But, continued Arnold, a 
new fire station is a moral neces- 
sity even though it is economically 
unsound. 

Councilman Joe Aime pointed 
to the growth of the city particu- 
larly in the southwest and said 
that continued expansion depend- 
ed on the furnishing of such muni- 
cipal services. 

Councilman Oregon Smith was 
jin sympathy with petitioners ci- 
ting the fact that the council must 
take into consideration that there 
were over 900 signatures on the 
letter. 


Request Aciion 
Arguments advanced by resi- 
dents who were present stressed 
the point that one conflagration 
in the south side would place the 
| responsibility on the council if act- 
\ion were not taken. Charles 
Swain of West Ralston st. drew 
applause when he asked the coun- 
| cil if action on the fire station 
would follow the same course as 
the paving of DeAnza park which 
was completed recently after 11 
years of consideration. 

The question of “taxation. with- 
out representation” was aired 
when residents claimed they were 
paying taxes toward the mainten- 
lance of fire equipment which is 
valueless when the railroad tracks 
are blocked. 

Complaints regarding the “im- 
passable streets in the south end 
| were answered by City Manager 
Harold D. Martin who outlined the 
summer paving program which in- 
cludes sections of Nevada and Ral- 
ston streets. 

Council To Act 

Recognizing the urgency of the 
situation the council promised 

early action at the next meeting 
when all membevs will be present, 
with the probability of an immed- 
iate survey of fire hazard condi- 
tions.
